Defendant committed the following offense(s):

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STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 


Filed in District Court 
State of Minnesota 
10/29/2019 


That on or about October 27, 2019, at approximately 3:15 a.m., Trooper Gabe Cornish was working a 
closed construction zone on 1-94 eastbound at Cedar Avenue in Minneapolis, Hennepin County Minnesota. 
Cornish was stationed at this point to protect the workers who were working on this closed stretch of road. 
At approximately 3:15 a.m., Trooper Cornish observed a vehicle coming eastbound on 1-94 and it was 
traveling in the closed section of the road. The road was closed off to traffic by barricades. Cornish 
activated his emergency lights and initiated a traffic stop. While Cornish was dealing with that driver, two 
other vehicles came into the closed section of 1-94. One of the vehicles was a grey Mercedes, Florida 
plates JZXK47. Cornish signaled for both of those vehicles to pull over and stop. 

Cornish approached the vehicle with Florida plates and smelled the very strong odor of alcohol coming 
from inside the vehicle. There were three people inside the vehicle, the driver, a male passenger and a 
female passenger. The driver was identified by his Florida driver's license as Jayron Khari Kearse, 
Defendant herein. Cornish observed that the Defendant's eyes were bloodshot and glossy. The Defendant 
was removed from the vehicle and appeared unsteady as he walked to the squad car. The Defendant was 
asked to perform several field sobriety tests, which he was deemed to have failed. The Defendant agreed 
to submit to a PBT, which he also failed. The Defendant was then placed under arrest for driving under the 
influence of alcohol. The Defendant was transported to the Hennepin County Jail where he was read the 
Breath Test Advisory. The Defendant indicated he understood the advisory and declined to speak with an 
attorney. The Defendant agreed to submit to a breath test. The Defendant took a breath test, which resulted 
in a reported value of .10 at 4:44 a.m. 

After the Defendant was removed from the vehicle, Trooper Utes returned to the car to check on the male 
passenger, who had opened the door and was throwing up outside the vehicle due to his level of 
intoxication. When Utes approached he saw a 9mm black Glock handgun on the rear right floorboard in 
front of the male passenger's feet, partially hidden under the seat in front of him. The gun was loaded with 
28 rounds and there was one round in the chamber. The male passenger told Utes the gun was not his and 
that he was not aware there was a gun inside the vehicle. 

Trooper Droher read the Defendant his Miranda Warnings and the Defendant agreed to speak to him. The 
Defendant admitted he had been at the Gold Room and had consumed 4 drinks. The Defendant told 
Droher that he put the gun inside the vehicle under the rear passenger seat. The Defendant admitted that 
he carries the gun with him for protection. The Defendant stated that the male passenger was not aware 
there was a gun in the car. The Defendant admitted he did not have a permit to carry a gun in Minnesota.

(1) arrested or that other lawful steps be taken to obtain Defendant's appearance in court; or 

(2) detained, if already in custody, pending further proceedings; and that said Defendant otherwise 
be dealt with according to law.
